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NOTICE  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

FRESH  MEAT  FOR  SCOTLAND  AND  NORTHERN  IRELAND 

The  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  and  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  of 
Northern  Ireland  have  promulgated  regulations,  effective  September  1,  1933, 
similar  to  the  amended  regulations  of  the  Minister  of  Health  of  England  and 
Wales  governing  the  importation  of  fresh  meat  and  organs  derived  from  cattle, 
sheep,  swine,  and  goats.  Accordingly  inspectors  are  directed  to  see  that  all 
fresh  meat  and  organs  from  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  and  goats  exported  from  the 
United  States  to  Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland  are  inspected  and  handled  in 
accordance  with  the  notice  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  June 
1933,  entitled  "Fresh  Meat  for  England  and  Wales",  and  that  each  package  is 
identified  with  the  Department's  serially  numbered  modified  stamp  bearing  the 
statement  "Meat  from  animals  free  from  disease  at  time  of  slaughter."

LICENSE  ISSUED  FOR  BIOLOGICAL  PRODUCTS,  AUGUST  1933 

License  no.  204  was  issued  August  16,  1933,  to  The  Gland-O-Lac  Co.,  4225 
Florence  Boulevard,  and  Seventy-ninth  and  Military  Road,  Omaha,  Nebr.,  for 
fowl-pox  vaccine;  and  infectious-laryngotracheitis  vaccine. 

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  387. — In  re  Ludvig  Nelson  &  Co.,  market  agency,  Wichita,  Kans. 
The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  April  1,  1932,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging 
that  respondent  was  insolvent  in  that  it  was  unable  to  pay  its  debts  as  they  be- 
came due  in  the  usual  course  of  business  and  that  it  had  engaged  in  and  used  un- 
fair, unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practices  and  devices  in  connection 
with  the  handling  of  livestock  in  commerce.  The  Secretary  finds  that  since  this 
inquiry  was  issued,  the  respondent  has  made  settlement  with  all  the  dealers  who 
cleared  through  its  office  with  the  exception  of  one  whose  claim  is  now  pending  in 
court;  that  respondent  is  no  longer  operating  as  a  market  agency  at  the  Wichita 
Union  Stockyards,  or  any  other  public  stockyards;  and  that  the  proceedings  in 
this  matter  should  be  dismissed  without  prejudice,  which  action  was  taken  on 
September  2,  1933. 

Docket  no.  J+15. — In  re  O.  R.  Williams,  market  agency  and  dealer,  Lexington 
and  other  Kentucky  markets.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  June  30, 
1933,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act  in  that  he  had  failed,  neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  main- 
tain a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable  trustees  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obli- 
gations incurred  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  On  August  23,  1933,  respondent 
acknowledged  receipt  of  the  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things 
therein  alleged  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On  September  16,  1933,  respond- 
ent was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  for  6  months 
with  leave  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a  revocation  of  his  suspension  upon  a 
showing  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  he  has  filed  a  reasonable 
bond.  Respondent  was  also  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  doing  business  as  a 
market  agenc}^  and  dealer  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond 
to  secure  his  obligations,  or  submitting  some  other  satisfactory  plan  of  guaranty. 

Docket  no.  ^21. — In  re  Ross  Bros.  Horse  &  Mule  Co.,  market  agencv,  Fort 
Worth,  Tex.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  date  of  July  22,  1933, 
issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  title  III  of  the  Packers 
and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it  had  failed  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable 
bond  or  to  furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the  perform- 
ance of  its  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency.  The  Department  has  been 
officially  advised  that  said  respondent  has  furnished  an  acceptable  bond;  therefore, 
this  proceeding  was  dismissed  on  September  9,  1933. 

RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS 

Penaltiesyhave  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regulatory  laws, 
as  reported  to  the  Bureau,  as  follows: 

Twenty-Eight  Hour  Law 

Pennsylvania  Railroad  Co.  (six  cases),  $600  penalties. 
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PROJECTS  OF  THE  FIELD  INSPECTION  DIVISION  CONSOLIDATED 

Effective  December  1,  1933,  projects  31008,  31009,  31010,  and  31011  under  the 
inspection  and  quarantine  appropriation,  which  cover  the  inspection  of  animals 
offered  for  importation  from  the  various  foreign  countries,  will  be  consolidated 
into  one  project  designated  as  31011,  "Inspection  of  animals  for  importation." 
The  other  three  project  numbers  above  mentioned  will  be  dropped.  Projects 
31014  and  31015  which  cover  services  in  relation  to  the  exportation  of  animals 
will  also  be  consolidated  into  one  project,  designated  as  31014  "Inspection  and 
testing  of  animals  for  export."  No.  31015  will  be  dropped.  Monthly  F.I. 
Form  1  reports  should  be  executed  accordingly.
